was done before the war. Russia 
first tried out the ‘‘Nobody 
Works’’ idea. That was a failure. 
They then tried out the ‘‘Some-| 
body Else Works’’ idea. That also 
failed. Now they have come to the 
idea of Russian forced labor at 
fixed wages, to be exploited by 
British capital as the only way to 
save the country from general col- 
lapse. 

Mr. Knight takes strong excep- 
tion to existing trades unions in- 
ternationally organized. He wants 
a national organization of all 
workers; so that they could at any 
time stop all work and thereby 
upset existing forms of Govern- 
ment and of organized society. The 
trades unions are organized with 
a view to improving working con- 
ditions. The mombers recognize 
that the world’s work must be 
done. They are willing to do their 


working conditions. But they do 
not hold either that the world can 
live without work or that they 
should not do their share of that 
work. That is where they bring 
upon themselves the criticism of 


of the O.B.U.; whose purpose is 
frankly stated to be the destruc- 
tion of existing forms of Govern- 
ment and of social order, to be re- 
placed by new conditions under 


their hands except those who by 
reason of experience best know 
how—as in Russia. ° 

_ Mr, Knight’s missionary effort 
is directed towards securing the 
overthrow of the rights and liber- 
ties men have fought to secure 
during the past thousand years, 
and which those living now enjoy.

GREAT HunpbrReED Days 


BATTIE OF AMIENS 


During the almost perfect summer day of 
Sunday, the thoughte of thousands of men 
scattered throughout Canada turned back 
but two short years to see again the ex- 
hilarating and glorious scenes which took 
place on the Sth of August, 1018, when the 
Canadian corps 


100 days of the war. What a day it was! 
Will any one present ever forget &? No 
chance! Eyery man jack in the corps from 
Sir Arthur Currie down to the hemblest 
buck private, had, to use an Bnglwh ex- 
pression, “his tail up a mile.” 

The Canadian corps’ area was tbe only 
section of the entire British front M&t se- 
verely and respectfully alone by tbe Ger- 
mans in their terrific attacks the previous 
spring. And to this a two montha period 
of training in offensive tactics in which 
working parties and flammenwerfer were 
forgotten, and it takes no great atretch 
of imagination to picture the Ca&adian 
corps thirsting for a scrap, 

The Altied offensive of July 18 on the 
Soissons-Chateau—Thierry front had badly 
invoived the Germans in a deep salient 
from which they could only extricate 
themselves by a retirement, This gave 
Marshal Foch an opportunity towards ex- 
ploiting his success by further operations 
against the saliert of the Somme. He 
therefore ordered ai attack east of Amiens 
to push forward in the direction of the 
line Roye-Chaulnes, thrusting the enemy 
back in the general direction of Ham, and 
eo facilitating the operations of the French 
on the front between Montdidier and 
Noyon, The troops selected for the offen- 
sive were the First Freach army, the Aus- 
tralian corps, the Third British corps and 
the spearhead, the Canadian corps, upon 
whom the main burden of the fighting was 
to fall. 

In the Jatter part of July the Canadians 
were in the vicinity of Arras, miles from 
Amiens, and it was generally thought that 
un attack was planned on Orange Hill, a 
short distance east of Arras, Only a fa- 
vored few, however, knew of what was 
coming. On July 27 the general bound- 
aries and the objectives for the first day 
were fixed and the movements of the 
Canadian corps from Arras to Amiens 
were arranged. Units left their areas with- 
out knowing their destinations, though it 
was “officially” given ont that they were 
going back to Ypres, where yet another 
boche attack was expected on the fromt of 
the Second army. 

With a view to deceiving the enemy, two 


battalions—the 27th City of Winnipeg and | 


the 4th Canadian Mounted Rifles—were 
moved to the Ypres area, placed in the 
line ,and identifications left. 

On July 30th the Canadian corps H.Q. 
maved down to Molllens Vidame (known

Allens commenced, This movement was 
carried out by strategical trains, busses 
and route marches, Utmost secrecy waa 
preserved at all times, and entraining and 
detraining took place omly in darkness, 
The entire move to the Amiens concentra- 
tion arew was negotiated without serious 
hitch, The dismounted personnel had no 
marching of any great length, and all 
ranks arrived fresh ang in excelent 
svirits, 

The battle front allotted the Canadian 
comps extended froan the Roye road to the 
Amiens-Chaulnes railway. The average 
depth of penetration fixed for the firet 
day's attack was approximately 14,000 
yards, The ground to be attacked con- 
sisted of bare slopes exposed to enemy ob- 
servation, This and a great deal of marshy 
ground near the river Luce rendered the’ 
assembly of the troops prior to the attack 
very difficult; while the sighting of ad- 
vanced field batteries was no easy task. 
This difficulty was overcome by assemb- 
ling the major portion of the attacking 
troops in Gentelles Wood, some distance 
west of the Jumping off line. 

The general scheme of the attack was 
ta rapidly overrun the enemy's forward 
area to a depth of 3,600 yards under cover 
of a dense artillery barrage. Then the 
cavalry was to pass through the infantry 
and seize the aren as far as what was 
caled the Blue Dotted line, supported on 
the right by the Canadian independent 
force. Every effort was to be made to ex- 
ploit success, oe 

On August Sth Sir Arthur Currie too 
over conrmand of the battte front then held 
by the 4th Australian division, During 
the hours of darkness on the 4th, Sth, 6th 
and 7th the attacking Canadian troops re- 
Meved the Australians with the exception 
of those holding the outpost line, who 
were relieved on the night of the 7th-Sth. 

Zero hour on the morning of Angust Sth 
found the Canadian corps disposed thus: 

On the right—the 8rd Canadian division, 
in Hasen with the First French army. 

In the centre—the Ist Canadian diviston, 

On the left—the 2nd Canadian division, 
in liason with the Anstralians. 

In reserve—behind the 3rd Canadian di- 
vision—the 4th Canadian division, 

Each of these divisions had their allot: 
ment of tanks. 

East of the Noye river lay the 3rd 
Cavalry division, and bebind Gentelles 
Wood the Canadtan Independent Force. 

The Canadian carps being the spearhead 
of the attack, the movements of other for- 
mations were

At 4.20 a.m. on August 8th the allied 
artillery commenced an enr-splitting bom- 
bardment and the troops went farward to

The attack wes completely seuccesefu! 
and the surprise effected had been com- 
plete and overwhelming. Prisoners atated 
that they had no idea that an atack wae 
impending, and captured documents did 
hot indicate that any Canadian prepara- 
tions had been detected, One officer 
stated that the Canadians were believed to 
be on the Kemmel. 

In so far as the Canadian corps was con- 
cerned the battle of Amiens lasted from 
August Sth to 22nd, between which dates 
the Calnadian corps fought 15 German 
divisions. Of these 10 were directly en- 
gaged and thoroughly and completely de- 
feated, prisoners being captured from 
practically every one of their battaHons. 
The other five divisions, fighting outside 
the flanks of the Canadian corps, were 
only partially engaged. 

In the same period the Canadians cap- 
tured 9,131 prisoners, 190 gune of all cali- 
bres and upwards of 1,000 machine guna. 

The depth of penetration in the attack

CITY MANAGER FOR 
CITY OF MONTREAL 

Montreal charter commission has 
adopted the principle of a bus.ness 
manager for the c-ty, according to te 
clauses inaugurating the idea he 38 
io be the chief executive head of the 
city under the city counc.!, He is to be 
appointed by a majority vote of tae 
whole council, to be suspended by a 
iwo-thirds vote for cause, and re- 
moved by a similar vote, after a pub- 
lic hearing, to be given if appl.ed for 
within a week. He will have the 
supervision of all employees, with the 
exception of certain ones to be spec.- 
fied (probably tae city solicitor and 
dictrict attorney), and all heads o 
departments are to be appointed by 
council upon his recommendation, It 
will require a two-thirds vote of the 
whole councl to reject any such re- 
commendation, Other clauses are 
He ig to be chosen solely on tae basis 
of his executive and administrative 
capabilities, without regard to race, 
janguage or creed. In dealing with 
the city manager the council is al- 
ways to act as a body and individual 
members must not attempt to dictate 
to him while tae council ig not in 
session. The charter should not speci- 
fy the salary to be paid, but should 
specify a liberal maximum to which 
the council may go if a man can be 
ecured who is worth it, As for the 
place of the mayor in the new scheme 
government it would seem taat 
his position ig to now tend more to- 
wards the ornamental, The clause 
dealing with the mayor in the pro- 
posed new charter says: ‘Tae mayor 
shall be president of the city council 
and shall represent the city of Mon- 
treal on all offic:al occasions, and the 
council in the interim meetings of 
taat body.”

STRUGGLE FOR 
WARSAW STILL 
TO BE STAGED 


Both Poles And Reds Gathering 
Forces For Final Battle For 
Polish Capital 


PARIS, Aug. 9.—The battle which is ex- 
pected to decide the fate of Warsaw has 
not yet really begun, according to the) 
latest news reaching Paris, but both sides | 
are gathering forces for the final struggle. | 

General Haller's newly-formed army 
occupies a strongly entrenched position in 
the fork between the Narew and the Bug 
rivers, where an army is able to block the 
approach upon Warsaw of a numerically 
superior enemy force, as was demonstra- 
ed in the Napoleonic campaign of 1807 and 
during the Russo-Polish war in 1831, 

In the opinion of military observers the 
principal danger for the Poles ig the ad- 
vance along the Prussian frontier, because 
it would force them to extend their front 
westward when they need to keep their 
armies concentrated as much as possible 
east of Warsaw. The Poles thus far have 
been able to ibgnore this advance, which 
is merely a demonstration, but it is cor- 
sidered likely that the Red staff will avoid 
battle in the fork until stronger forces can 
be pushed toward Mlawa.

Warsaw Doomed is Belief in Paris Circles; 
Fall May Be Question of Days or of Hours 


PARIS, Aug 9.—‘‘ Warsaw is doomed,’ was the remark 
heard everywhere today in official and policital circles of Paris, 
replacing the belief expressed within the past few days—‘‘tbere 
will be another battle of the Marne.’’ » 

Circles which up to the present had been most optimistic 
conceded the Bolsheviki had reached the Danzig-Warsaw rail- 
road at Ciechanow, severing connections between Warsaw and 
thesea. Military circles point out that the Polish capital is now 
hemmed in from the northeast, east and southeast, and consider 
its fall a question of days, perhaps hours. 

The latest Polish communique announcing that the Bolshe- 
viki captured Przasnysz and are moving westward toward 
Mlewa and Ciechanow has created a most painful impression 
in Paris, the afternoon papers announcing that the capture of 
the latter town is-a foregone conclusion. Rumors were circu- 
lated in the stock exchange this afternoon of General Pilaud- 
skis suicidé. It brought market operations to a complete 
standstill. The rumors, however, were untrue.

LONDON, Aug. 9.—War between the alHed powers and soviet Russia 
over Poland, would be “an intolerable crime against humanity,” and British 
labor has warned the British government that organized labor will be used 
to defeat such a war. This decision was reached today at a meeting of the 
most prominent of the leaders of British labor, who later issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“This conference feels certain that war is being engineered between the 
allied powers and soviet Russia on the issue of Poland and dclared that 
such a war would be an intolerable crime against humanity. 

“It therefore warns the government that the whole industrial power 
of the organized workers will be used to defeat this war.”

The statement, advised all labor organizations to be prepared to send 
their leaders to Londons “to instruct their members to lay down their tools.”

First Secretary of Consulate of| Total Sunshine Records Indicate) Function Held in Macdonald in| 


Poland at Winnipeg Confid- 
ent of Outcome 


Roman Mazurkiewicz, 1st secretary 
consulate of the Poli¢h Republic is a 
Visitor in the city and during the 
course of an interview declared that 
with the heip which Poland is now re- 
ceiving from Great Britain and Franco, 
that the Poles can successfully with- 
stand the attacks of the Bolshevik, 
and will maintain Poland as a bulwark 
of civilization against the hordes of 
Lenine and Trotsky. 

The visitor stated that Poland had 
beeh robbed of everything of any val- 
ue by both the Germans and the Rus« 
|sians, and although she had the men 
ready and willing to fight, they sadly 
peyspek the implements of war as weil 
as clothing and food, and were de- 
pendent on the Allies for these sup- 


‘| plies. 


The recent conference which decid- 
ed to go to the assistance of the Poles 
hag put new heart into his countrymen, 
declared Mr. Mazurkiewicz, and he is 
quite satisfied that Poland can stem 
the tide if she is only supplied with the 
necessaries, 

It is to Britain im perticufar that 
th eyes of Poland are turned and the 
fighters in front of Warsaw recognize 
that when Britain gives her word that 
she never goes vack on ft, so they are 
hanging on erimly in the hopes’ of 
supplies of ammunition and food ar- 
riving. 

The importance of Poland as a ,buf- 
fer state between tiie Bolshevixi and 
civilized Europe, was stated by the 
visitor, who declared that Germany de- 
sires more than anything else that 
Poland should fall, which would give 
her contact with the Russians, which 
people she hopes to subjugate in the 
future, especially as the Bolshevik! 
regime is losing ground and has every 
appearance of going back to the form- 
er mode of government. 

Reactionary in Temperament. 

The large bulk of officers in the 
Bolshevikit army formerly served the 
Czar's government and Mr. Mazur- 
kiewicz states that the Bolsheviki are 
entirely opposed to all democratic 
principles, that everything in Russia 
is under the finger of the military and 
that such a thing as freedom of speech 
or freedom of any description is quite} 
unknown in that unhappy land. 

The Bolsheviki are using many Si- 
berian brigades agafnst the Poles in 
addition to Chinese troops and other 
Asiatics, who are~promised unlimited 
free land in Poland once the country 
is conquered. 

The Bolsheviki are well supplied 
with arms and ammunition, some of 
which was captured when Admiral 
Kolchak was overwhelmed and the 
balance taken from the Allies in the

territory on every possible occasion. 

The’ mission of the Fist Secretary to 
the West is not for the purpose of en- 
listing men to fight for Poland. He 
is here in connection with the Polish 
loan and other matters, and is making 
no effort to induce his countrymen to 
enlist. The loan has had a wonderful 
reception both in the U.S.A. and Can- 
ada, and in the first named country 
seventy millon dollars was raised in 
two months. 

Mr. Mazupkiewicz considers thet the 
Poles of Canada Nir much more pros- 
perous than thei brethern in the 
States and gave instances of men who! 

}had arrived here with only a few dol- 
lars and are now the possessors of 
hundreds of acres, after only fifteon 
years residence. In spite of their love 
for Poland, they are good Canadian 
citizens nevertheless, but it is expected 
that after the war that a good many 
will return to their native land. 
Move to Help Ukrainians 

The unfortunate advance of the 
Poles into Russia was explained as 
simply a move to help the Ukrainians 
to throw off the Soviet rule as the 
Poles have a hatred for this form of 
government and are ready to assist 
any people who are. unfortunate 
enough to be held in its clutches. That 
tho expedition was an unfortunate 
one, the visitor admitted, but the Bol- 
sheviki have now reached a line where 
they will be held, and in any case a 
good deal of the newe dispatches are 
characterized by Mr. Mazurkiewicz as 
being rather highly colored. 

As a cure for Bolshevism the visitor | 
advocates shipping any person with 
these tendencies to Russia, which he 
claims, will effect a complete cure, and 
as this gentleman was in Russia only 
a few months ago, he should be in a 
position to judge the efficiency of this 
method, 

Poland will fight to the last drop of 
blood not for Poland alone, but for 
the entire framework of civilization, 
which is’the major reason why the 
Republic's gallant struggle is recety- 
ing the support of every civilized 
nation,

The damage 
done by hail is fortunateiy confined | 
to small arears and seldom has ted) 
to tota) loss, Frost has only been re-| 
ported, from ohe station so far, that} 
is pne at a High altitude and. no dam- 
age reported. 

In the south the month opened 
with wet weather tn fairly large 
quantities. On, or about, the fifth 
this moisture spread to Central and 
Northern Alberta and lasted for sev- 
eral days. A ‘ot spell then set in 
wag broken rarely by ecattered thun-| 
der showers. This hot spell seems to 
have reached ite climax about the 
17th when high temperatures were 
quite general, reaching 93.0 at Medi- 
cine Hat’ The balance of the month 
wag warm but eeldom unpleasantly! 
bot and showers became more frequent 
and of a heavier nature. 

Precipitation Varies 

The total precipitation varied con- 
siderably according to the district and 
throughout the province can best be 
described as “patchy.” The southern 
foothills seem to have had almost 
four inches during the month. ‘This 
dwindles to an average of an inch and 
a half to two linches in the eastern 
portions, The general total woyld be) 
from two and a half to three inches.) 
In northern Alberta the totoal may be) 
less but with heavy raing in June 
this is quite sufficient.

The winds hawe (been moderate. 
High wind veiocities were seldom) 
reached except in squalls before rain 
storms. A very high wind was rec- 
orded at Medicine Hat on the 22nd 
which wag apparently local and very 
temporary. | 

The warm dry spells gave grase-| 
hoppers some advantage in the South, 
but these were fought with a consid-| 
erable degree of success farmers tak- 
ing full advantage of the means pro- 
vided by the Dominion and Provingial 
governments, 

At the close of the month the first 
crop of alfalfa is practicaily compiet- 
ed with good results. Haying is gen- 
eral all over. The progress of grains 
varies considerably from heading to 
coloring according to the area, All 
reports are optimistic the least 60 
looking forward with confidence to a 
good average crop.

|Cereal Recorder: 
Great is government. 


Long live 


government control—the more we 
have of it the less we like it. Take 
for instance the mail service we are} 


getting in Cereal at the present time, 
under government ownership of rail- 
roads and control of mail service. The} 
only mail taat comes in or goes out 
of Cereal is on the 4:25 westbound 
passenger train, when we uséd to get; 
it on both poesenger trains. The! 
reason for this curtailment of service 
ig on account of a request from 
“Chief Saunders, our night operator 
at tae station, who puts on the mail 
sacks, for a slight increase of pay, 
On account of the extra labor due to 
the change of running time of the two 
trains. Mr. D. A. Bruce, post office 
inspector, jn Calgary, acknowledged 
Mr. Saunders’ letter and to get even 
forthwith ordered the present system 
of mismanagement. In other words, 
jhe practicaily says by his act: The 
people of Cereal never did me any 
harm, but I'm going to show them 
who Iam. They can't Holler down| 
the goverfiment rain barrel any more; 
}neither can they slide down our cel- 
| lar door.” 


Mr. J. C. Cottrell took the matter 
up with Mr. Bruce and wags curtly 
informed that ne could do nothing for 
us. Mr, Cottrell as curtly told him 
that there were men higher up who 
could, if he couldn't, and for a time 
the matter rests there. A petition 
was forwarded to the Calgary Herald 
last ‘week setting forth the fact that 
their paper would have to be discon- 
tinued if present conditions prevail, 
In the 
meantime Mr. Bruce is in the position 
{of a spoiled child who has gathered 
up his playthings and is going home. 
| A letter posted in Cereal and di- 
rected to Oyen or Lanfine goes west 
}on the next morning's passenger and 
rides down to Calgary, Of course we 
Snould feel glad of this as we are 
getting a longer haul for our money; 
but most of us are not puffed up. If 
the eastbound ‘train should be very 
late, as it was one day last week, the 
letter goes to Saskatoon and is put 
on the west bound train as per the 
orderg of the Great Mr. Bruce. If 
the mail clerk saould forget to carry 
out these silly regulations the letter 
might keep on going for months and 
nobody would be the wiser.

Hod carriers in Pittsburg were out 
on strike recently for one dollar an 
hour. They had rejected an offer of 
lfive cents inorease to ninety cents an 
hour, a letter from the People’s Na- 
thonal bank etates Ninety cents an 
hour is equivalent to $39.60 a week 
of forty-four hours, or $2,079 a year 
For forty-five weeks, the reported av- 
erage time of employment, it would 
yield $1,782. The dollar-an-hour rate 
would give $2,288 for a full year, or 
$2,079 dor 45 weeks. 

Farm laborers, who average, with- 
out board, only fifty-six dollars 
month, or $672 a year, as the depart- 
ment of labor reports, work longer | 
hours tham the union hod carriers. If 
our 13,000,000 farm hands were able 
to exact $2,000 a year for their ser- 
vices there would be added to the 
wages of each $1,328 a year. That is 
a total of 17.2 billions of dollars that 
would be paid by all Americans who 
eat and those in foreign lands who 
buy our surplus food. These con- 
sumers jnclude the Pittsburg hod car- 
riers and the rest of the 4,000,000 
members of labor unions. 

Seventeen billions is a big sum of 
money. It would pay our expenses 
in the late war. It would stagger the 
nation to lay such a burden on its 
back. It is not to be expected, how- 
ever, that the farm laborers will re- 
main content with less than half the 
wages of g hod carrier. The seven- 
teen billion tax or a decrease of food 
production are the dangers America 
Incurs by discriminating in favor of 
organized laborers.

New York Times: 

The Hawaiians are a dying race. 
When that great navigator, Captain 
Cook, visited the Sandwich Islands 
in 1778, he reported that there were 
400,000 individuals there. This es- 
timate was probably much too high, 
for the first official census in 1832 
showed that the number was 113,119 
Today tuere are only 39,260 Ha- 
walians in the American possessions, | 
and scarcely more than half of these} 
are of pure blood. The race is fast} 
becoming a minority element among 


the peoples of the Islands, Japanese, 
Portuguese and Chinese now  out- 


full-blooded Hawaiians.
